Presidents for finite terme2 with renewable
leases of powor are cerfalnly not enviable poli-
tienl mmesttutions, Tuey are a good deal like
cmperors of pucertain dynastie proapects, and
with heirs-apparent whose hopes of the lmpe-
ria!l reversion no insuranee eompany wonld
value at any respectable figure. They get |
fidgety as thelr perfod of power passes its
middie polot without their having dose any-
thing to cotitle them to Lhe entnosinstio grali-
tude of thelr conptryvmoen, and begin sposala- |
thve reconncitsances on dbficult and delleate |
interuatlonn! guestions, Presldent Grant Is no
exception to tuls rnle. e will have been two
years in power next Miarch, aod it is already
two yeare sinee be was eiceted. Ta the mean
timao, he hos been a respecioble medioerity with |
n gonew hat declining reputation.

OUmn the whole, when bis two years of office are
at an end, he will have dome noithing to sustain
In the ficld of politics the roputation he Lad |
gialned on the field of war, and, therefore, ns
happens to all etrong men who are discovered Lo
be strong only on one side, his popularity is on |
the wane.

Prosident Grant's new messapre insists some-
what ostentativusly, if we may trnot the tele- |
graphle report ob it on three delicate points
sugruesting o possibliity of serious complications
with two distinet foreign nations, 8pain and
England, |

\Eim regard Lo our own empire, the message
seequs 10 have been pupleasant, sud by way of |
belug quariclsome, rather than really high-
handed and dangovous. "Uhe Presidect recom-
mends Uongress to gmpower the Govenmaent to
iuvestizate aud buy up all the private elaims on
vireat Britdn in relation 1o the Alabama guaes-
tion, that it may bhold 1o s own hands the ritle
to compensation. and press it al its own plea~
surein its own way. Iiis for this resson, wd |
suppoze, that the Governmeut has interfered to |
prevent the citlzens of the United Stales from
pressiog iheir Individoal elaims on Great Bri- |
taln,  ““When Great Britnin desires a fall and
fricodly djustiuent of these claims, the Uniwed |
Stares will caver Tnto the eonzideration of the
subjeet with an earnest desire tora econclusion |
consistent with the bovor and diguity of both
pations,”  But on the ouestion of the rightfai-
pess of the cinims themselves, wiich we have
uvffered to sulyuit toarbiteation, President Grang |
doed pot give the sligblest hiot chat he will even
permit the reference of that question Lo an im-
partal autbariiy.

A wor with America would be so disastrons.
pencennd tricudshlp with Ameriea wonldeo ines- |
timable a biessiog, that we heartily wish our
Goverument would have thestreasin of miod to
walve it abstraet legal rights in the one casa in
which a very considerable number even of Eng-
lishmen are disposed Lo agree with the United |
States that we were culpably negligent. But we
must ndmit that President Graul gives no slea
that this would be enongh, and that he does
give some very distioet sigus that he is disposed |
to be litgions and keﬂumwn all eanses of | ar-
rel as long o5 be can,. We hope that he will fidl,
ard we teel sure that the American people will |
not Lear bim out in this

On the fisheries question there s a wmach
more serimonious tone oken, and aa the world
happeus to know that Genernl Batler has lately
been alring that queéstion in publie, and making
a terions attack on the Cuanadian Dowminion In
connection with it, the nspect of the case lonks
pot o Jdittle eerious, Genernl Grant does not
venture to state that the Couadian Govarnment
bos done opyihing vulswiunl. le only asserta
that their action bas ocon ““very ualrlendly,”
aud that “if tha Dominlon antbhorities atempt
to entoree the vnwarrautable jarisdiction over
the fizshories assumwed by thelr statates, L
would be bis doty o take steps to protect the
righte  of Awerican eltizens.” A we
know thut only sboot a week ago the Ashing
vessel Friend, from Gloncester, Massachasetis,

It the colonial law authorized the selzure and
conilseation of the ship for the flrst proved |
offense, the United States would bave no right |
of compplaint.

it may be collected that the Canadians, like the
inhatltants of all other conntries, exercise the
exclusive right of fiahlog within their own terri
torial waters, They have esacted laws for the
protection of their property and for the dis-
courngement of trespassers; and General Grant
actually alleges ae a gricvance the exislence of
elatutes which it bas apparently not been found
neccesary to apply or to enforce. It is not pre-
tended that Canadian fishermen would be allowed
to encronch on American fisheries, or that the
municipal legislation of Canada I8 ineonsistent
with international lnw. A litigions landowner
might as reasonably object to the erection of a
fence by his neighbor on the bonndary of hLia
property. The reprisals which are threatened
n the wessage are wholly unprovoked; and un-
lees Comgress shares the prajudices of Goneral
Grant and General Batler, it ia diflicult to sap-
poge that the President's saggestions will be
adopied, The demnud that the 8t Lawrence
thall be opened to Ameriean commerce, as the
Ruine and Dauube are protocted by Buropean
trestics, wonld be rensonable If any vexatious
impediments to trade were interpoed Ly the
Cnnadian Government; but it may be doubied
whether (be American pretensions are coafined
(0 a commereis] right of way.

Arguments, if they are unsound, may be re-
futed, but motives can only be, if possible,
agcertalned and estimated at their trae valie.
Genoral Grant's advisera se¢m to have per-
funded him that his chance of re-claction will
Le increpsed by appeals to prejudice agalwst
Kogland, and possibly by hostile measures, A
candidate for the Vresidency of 18572 who i8 un-
wise enocogzh to pledge himself acainst froe-
trade may perlmps be linble to a similar miscal-
culation when be relies on professiovs of hos-
tility to Epgluand, The wmore respectable sec-
tion of the Hepublican party Lias been already
in =ome degree alienated by General Grant’s
recent encoursgement of popular corraption:
aud the enme class of politicians wonld cer
tuinly deprecate an unprovoked war, and morg
erpecially n hostile avtempt npon Canada, No
dispassionate statesman would wish o intro-
duce the Cnoadinue into the Unlon in the capa-
city ol defeated and Irrecopcilable ensmies.
Beprisals exercized at thelr expense, in ravenge
for the aesortion of their rights of property,
would be an awkward preparation even for
General  Butler's plebiscites, It 18 probable
ihat some Americans would object on moral
grounds to the unprovoked slanghter and
ptunder even of Englithmen : and the direct
and indirect cost of an unnecessary war woull

able. The proposal by whieh Genernl Batler
bhopes to un{le bis party Is much wore likely o
alvide it ; and 1the Republicans have no chance
of success in the vext election except by entire
union among themselves. [ Geaeral Grant
coptinues to submit o the tatelage of oue of |
Lthe moet disrepitable politieinns in the Unliea
Sintes, e will either fall to secure the Repab-
llean nomination, or he will drag down bis
porty in his merited fatl. It §s rash to prepare
Ior a contest which mnst be delayed for two
years by relying on domestic corrnption, on
foreign eomplications, and on opposition o
the laws of polwical economy. ©a rome o
least of these questions Mre.

ITodinn Halds In Texas - Verrible Ontrnges by
Buviges on the =« ttlers.

The San Antonio Erpress narrates the particu-
lare of w vew Indian foray on the Western fron-
ter settlemente: —

Abont tbhe 12th of December a party of Indians,
vumbering about forty, and dressed in Moxican
costnme, made thelr uit]suarm:ce al Speer's
Itanche, at the Eugle Pass, crossing Turkey
Ureck, in broad daxlight, Old man 8 eers cama
near loslog hie life, he not identifyiog them as
Ivdione untll they were cloge upon him. He
wanaged o escape to shelter, and the Indian
contented thermselves with takiug all the horse
they eonld find.

Leavivg Bpeers’ house, they altncked o Mexi-
ean train envamped pear by, killed one Mexioan,
and earried off as a eaptive a young hoy, They
then  proceeded  rontherly,” visited ~ Finley's
Ikanche on the Chapperogo, stealing bat no
kililng, from whence they pasged to the Pen-
dencia settlement, in the brond daylight of the
next day. They surrounded the houses and
drove the people indoors, and took every horae
they could lay hande on. Here aleo a boy was
taken by them and earrled off,

Thelr next vigit was to the Carisa, and it waa
bere (hat David Adams was killed in sight of
his bouge, A party of six Americans and two
Mexicans gave fight to the Indians near this
pluce, but the odds of forty Lo elght were too
beavy, aud they were forced to retire. Both
Mexicans were killed, Boon after Dr. Wood-
bidge, of the fropidder forces, with a party of
a dozen rangers eame up with the Indians and
gove bawtle, Tre fizht raced at intervals all
duy. This gallant little Yand managed to kil
cipghit of the red devils, while thoy lost one man
Evled and two wounded. At last acconuts the
Indians were pressed hard; thelr horses were In
an exhonsted gtate, and the whole eountry in a
gtote of excltement that brought out every man
armed to the teeth. Scouts were ont from all
the neighlorfng forts, snd the rangers were
hastenive 1o hend the flends off,

Twenty-five of the Indians paszed nup between
the Blanco aud Frio. Meeting two rangers en
rowle to Fort Inge, they waslaid and killed them
both., The® couutry s horrified. This alurm
bus spresd In every direction, Fathers and
brothers look Inte the blanched faces of each
other, and gilenily wonder how muach longer
the strong arm of a Government §s to allow it«
people to be ruthlessly massacred. How will
our Congressman act in the emergency? Wae
demand that he lay before the assembled Ropre-
sentutives of every State the pletnre of desoli-
tlon and fear that haunts and infests our bor-
der. lHuman patience exhausted it=elf with
this lastbloody foray of the se tlends incarnate.
